While the strictest secrecy attended 
the bringing of. this magnificent piece 
of jewelry to the United States, and 
its receipt at the Appraiser’s Stores for 
examination and appraisal, it became 
| known last night that customs officials 
of. long’ experiénce had never before 
inspected a set of pearls approaching 
this importation in* size, color; or 
beauty. 

While customs officials declined to dis- 
cuss the information in their possession, 
it became known that the necklace was 
for Dreicer & Co., and Michael Dreicer, 
a member of the firm, admits that his 
firm was the importer.

OPPOSES SWEATSHOPS. 


Head of National Clothiers Favors 
Labels on Insanitary Goods. 


David Kirschbaum, President of the 
National Clothiers’ Association, who 
was toastmaster at the annual dinner 
a#2of the association at the Hotel Biltmore 
last night, urged that the association 
should take active steps to stop the 
practice of having clothes made in 
homes and tenements. 

“Tf the States or the Federal Gov- 
ernments are not able to maintain a 
force like the internal revenue depart- 
ment to put a stop to this abuse,” he 
said, ““we should maintain our own 
Inspectors. We ought at least to see 
to it that all pocds 60 made—for a. thou- 
sand other things bésides clothing are 
made in  homes—should be stamped 
with some identification mark, so that 
those who pone gs old of this practice 
could discourage it by not buying goods 
of this kind made in homes and tene- 
ment ouses. 

‘‘We have passed resolutions to co- 
operate with the Ad Club of America 
to stamp out fake advertising. This is 
something in which every man here 
should take a personal interest. The 
newspapers are full of fake advertising, 
not drug and medicine advertising alone, 
but fake fire Sales; fake closing-out 
sales, and similar commercial frauds. 
If the advertising of sales of this kind 
apers were all true, if goods 
g sold at the reductions adver- 
tised, many of us would be broke today.” 

Borough President “Marcus M. Marks

Hall almost as soon as he 
Settled in this city, and his residence 
being in the old Thirteenth District, his 
first ambition was to the leadership of 
that locality. The district had béen Re- 
publican, but the newcomer succeeded in 
Swinging it into line for ** The Organiza- 
-tion,”” with the result that he was rec- 
ognized @S leader in 1890. His political 
success and capability so impressea 
‘Richard Croker that, when Mr, Croker 
retired from the leadership of the or- 
ganization in 1894, he named Mr. Shee- 
han as his successor. From 1894 until 
Mr. Croker returned from Ireland to. re- 
sume control] of Tammany Hall, Mr. 
Sheehan led the organization with noted 
success, retrieving many of the losses 
sustained in the setbacks that resulted 
in the Croker retirement.

In that campaign, according to 
politicians who followed it, the Hearst 
supporters begged Sheehan to take 
charge of Mr. Hearst’s campaign. But, 
ause of old associations, and also 
because he took umbrage at an editorial 
in one of Mr. Hearst’s papers, Mr.

Dr. Reeder Says Orphanages 
Have to “Scramble” to 
_ Get Inmates. 


RICH TESTATORS BLAMED 


Tells Charity Investigators of ‘Help- 
ing Unfilled Asylums ‘to 
Find Children.

, New Yerk is an institution-ridden city 
tm-which asylums are in a scramble to 
get enough orphans to fill them, ac- 
cording to the testimony of Dr. R. R. 
Reeder, Superintendent of the Orphanage 
of the Orphan Asylum Society of Hast- 
fngs, who appeared yesterday at the 
Bar Association as an expert witness 
‘before the State Charities Board. 

Dr. Reeder came on the stand after 
the long cross-examination of Assistant 
Superintendent. Doherty “had closed, and 
told of investigations of a group of in- 
stitutions which he had made as a mem- 
ber of a committee composed of the 
Rev. Brother Barnabas, Dr. Ludwig B. 
Bernstein, and himself. 

) He.said fully one-third of all the de- 
pendent children in the United States 
were gathered in New York City of in 
imatitutions near the city and supported 
by citizens of the metropolis. In many 
of these the facilities exceeded the re- 
avirements of the inmates, he said, and 
there was often a scramble to get chil- 
dren to fill them up. . 
- ‘The. witness citéd one ‘ institution 
which ran ‘for three years before there 
gould be found enough children to fill it 
e@ capacity. The doctor said he knew 
this because he had helped the institu-. 

to get children to care for.

SIR CHARLES R. WILSON DIES 


Ex-President of Grand Trunk Rail- 
way Was a Noted Financier:

MRS. WARREN HELD 
IN SMUGGLING CASE 


Bail Given, and She Has Ten 
Days in Which to Change 
Plea of Not Guilty. 


PUZZLE FOR OFFICIALS 


Charge Said to be the First of Its 
Kind Ever Made Against a Per- 
son Not Engaged in Trade. 


Mrs. Charlotte A. Warren, wife of 
Whitney Warren, the architect of 22 
East Forty-seventh Street, was ar- 
raigned yesterday before Judge Clayton 
in the Pederal District Court to answer 
to an indictment chafging her with 
having undervalued wearing apparel of 
the value of about $10,000, which she 
brought with her when she arrived here 
from France aboard the liner Espagne 
on Nov. 15. She was held in $2,500 
bail, and granted ten days in. which to 
decide whether she would alter or stand 
by her plea of not guilty. The bond 
was furnished for her by a surety com- 
pany. 

Mrs. Warren, it is stated in the in- 
dictment, placed a value of only $1,500 
on her clothes, and explained this sum 
to the Customs officers on the ground 
that she had managed to pick up some 
‘“‘war bargains’’ and that three of the 
dresses, although originally of foreign 
make, had already been brought into 
this country and had the duty paid upon 
them, but had been remodeled abroad 
to fit the prevailing mode. 

The: goods, the value of which is in 
dispute, were described in the indict- 
ment as one black and metal thread 
evening costume, trimmed with lace, one 
flame colored evening cdgtume and a 
quantity of gowns, suits, costumes, 
blouses, coats, hats and furs. ‘These 
were contained in seven trunks and 
three pieces of hand baggage and of the 
trunks five were held by the Customs 
authorities for appraisement, but were 
released on exaimination after Mrs. 
Warren had given a bond for $14,000. 

It is charged that the defendant be- 
sides filling out a declaration under- 
valuing her goods, with the idea of 
evading the .payment of the full duty, 
aiso made a false. statement to Charles 
i has Riotte, a Government examiner, when 
she assertéd that three of the gowns 
had already had the duty paid on them, 
and had been taken over to France only 
to -be remodeled. 

It is on this count that Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Carstarphen relies to 
bri e case within the scope of the 
tariff act. One of the clauses of this 
act directs. that any consigner or im- 
porter who tries to introduce into the 
commerce of the United States any im- 
ported. nierchandise by-means.of a false 
declaration or any fraudulent practices 
and thereby deprives the Government of 
its proper duties shall be fined for each 
offense not less than nor more than 
$5,000, or imprisoned for not more than 
two years, or both. Moreover the mer- 


chandise thus irregularly imported may 
be subject to forfeiture. . 

Under the count dealing with the ir- 
regular importation of the goods Mrs. 
Whitney is liable to a similar fine. As 
it was not to be supposed that Mrs. 
Whitney had brought in any of this 
wearing apparel with her with the in- 
tention of selling it, it was doubted for 
a time whether the Government could 
draw up an indictment, which* would suit 
her case. The authorities of the Depart- 
ment of Justice in Washington were 
consulted in the matter,. and it was 
only after they had given their advice 
that District Attorney Marshall took ac- 
tion against the defendant.

The Public Service Commission an- 
nounced yesterday.that.it had - deter- 
mined to reopen today the New York 


directly affect all the consumers of elec- 
tricity within the territory of the com- 
pany, which includes most of Manhat- 
tan, and also the owners of such struc- 
tures as apartment houses and loft 
buildings, in which the current supplied 
to the establishment is divided for actual 
consumption among a number of small 
tenants. 

The adjustment of the rate question 
has proved to be very much more com- 
plicated than the commission expected. 
It believed that it would be merely the 
adjudication ofthe amount of the com- 
pany’s investment and the determination 
of the return that it might fairly earn 
upon it, When it came to the fixing of 
the rates to be charged a number of 
additional considerations were brought 
up. 

Commissioner Maltbie would — have 
fixed the rate for the individual, consum- 
ers at something less than 7 cents a kilo- 
watt hour, but the commission thought 
it would be fairer to make the rate 8 
cents a kilowatt hour. Then at the last 
moment the Merchants’ Association in- 
tervened, and asserted that this was 
granting too much to the small consum- 
ers and did not permit the company to 
lower the rate sufficiently for the com- 
paratively large consumers, 
store keepers and small manufacturers. 

Then the company, while it accepted 
the flat cight-cent rate as the standard 
for the supply of current, objected: to 
continuing the free distribution of new 
lamps at that rate, and the commission 
ordered that either the consumer was 
to pay 8 cents and provide his own 
lamps, or pay 8% centg and get ‘his 
lamps renewed free, as had been the 
custom. 

The next complication that came up 
concerned the use of tungsten or Maz- 
da lamns, which give a good deal strong- 
er illumination than the old Gem lamps. 
The commission amended its order so 
that it was directed that, after Jan. 1, 
the company should not supply any Gem 
lamps of less than 1% watts per candle 
power, and that it must be willing to 
supply free to those who paid the extra 
half cent a kilowatt hour tungsten lamps 
of S-watt power. 

But the 50-watt Mazda lamp is strong- 
er than 1s needed in the ordinary apart- 
ment room, and a 25-watt Mazda lamp 
is sufficient. But the company is not 
willing to supply these free,. and at 
present charges for each of them in 
addition to the half cent a kilowatt hour 
for lamp renewals. At a hearing on 
Monday Chairman Straus examined 
closely the representative of the New 
York Edison Company as to the reason 
‘of this charge, 

L. . Lieb, Vice. President of the 
company, admitted that it did not cost 
the company any more to supply twen- 
ty-five-watt ps than ty-watt 
lamps. He also admitted that the 
weaker lamp would supply all the illu- 
mination that the average small con- 
sumer needed and that even if he paid 
for this lamp it was more economical 
for him to use the lower-powered lamp. 
The only reason why there was a 
cha: Tmposea for the twenty-five- 
watt lamp, Mr. Lieb said, was that it 
cut down the quantity of power which 
each consumer used so materially that 
the company could not afford to give 
the lamps free, as it did the fifty-watt 
lamps with their greater consumption 
of power. 

Then there has arisen a ye amount 
of dissatisfaction among the owners of 
large buildings which are let out to a 
number of,tenants concerning the order 
of the commission that only one master 
meter should be provided by the New 
York Edison Company, and that the 
owner, if he bought the current for the 
entire structure at wholesale rates and 
sold it retail to his tenants, must pro- 
vide the individual meters which would 
record how much each of them was 
using. 
. The action of the commission was 
taken because it was shown that the 
landlord by this means was getting a 
very_handsome profit. In one case tes- 
tified to before the commission on Mon- 
day it was asserted that the tandlord 
in paying about $1,500 a month for his 
current was clearing $500 a month profit 
from_his tenants. For this, as long as 
the New York Edison Company ‘was 
providing the sub-meters and reading 
them each month, he was performing no 
service except the collection of the bills. 

Moreover, it came to the knowledge of 
the commission that a class of middle- 
men had sprung up in the city, who, 
taking advantage of this means of mak- 
ing a profit, were contracting with land- 
lords to look after the lighting of their 
building for them, and were reaping a 
nee profit at the expense of the electric 
light company. 

The landlords have complained that 
considering they have calculated this 

ofit from the electric light companies 
n. reckoning the fair rental for their 
rooms and apartments, it is hard lines 
that the commission should now sud- 
denly ask them to assume the responst- 
bility of installing the sub-meters and 
reading them. It has been suggested 
also that, whereas a consumer, Sealing 
directly with the compalty and using one 
of its meters, has. an appeal in any 
grievance to the commission, if he is 
forced to deal only with his landlord 


he will have ‘no recourse in case of in- 
justice.

Jit is a condition, and. not a theory, with 


which we have to deal and that, we 
are actually operating the public schools 
of the city under a system of divided 
responsibility and divided authority. 
“The city owes appreciation to the 
Board of Estimate for courageously 
facing a difficult problem, and while 
we may not agree with its decision | 
believe that in the end the schools and 
the city will both benefit by the forced 
economies and readjustments this year. 
‘““I-am not committed ‘to the Gary 
plan beyond my‘own individual convic- 
tion that some form of the double- 
session plan with enriched curriculum 
is desirable for our New York schools. 
We have tried in -vain..to keep: pace 
with the growing population,* with a 
seat.for every pupil, and we have today 
ore than 100, pupils on part time. 
n the present condition of the city’s 
finances it is simpl¥ out of the question 
to supply the forty or fifty new build- 
ings. which would be required to ac- 
commodate the present register with a 
five-hour day and a seat for every 
pupil. We must choose between part 
time and some double-session plan. 
Mayor Mitchel said yeSterday that 
he had not received the evidence from 
Peter J. Brady to substantiate his 
charge that Abraham Flexner and Ray- 
mond B. Fosdick would control the 
Board’ of Education. He explained that 
while he possibly had a majority of the 
board in sympathy with his ideas, he 
would in no way attempt to control the 
educational policy to be pursued. 
“There certainly,’”’ te said, ‘“‘ will be 
a bill introduced to empower the Board 
of Estimate with financial control over 
salaries, and there will be a bill re- 
ducing the size of the board.” 
He declared he hoped for better suc- 
cess with these bills this year than last

CITY PLANNING OUTLINED. 


Municipal Art Society Hears of Va- 
rious Building Heights. 


Tentative districts into which it is 
proposed to divide New York City for 
the regulation of heights of buildings 
and court areas, and the restriction of 
residential and business sections, were 
outlined last night to more-than a hun- 
dred members of the Municipal Art So- 
ciety of New York by Dr. R. H. Whit- 
ten, a member of the Commission on 
Building Districts and Restrictions, ap- 
pointed by the Board of Estimate to 
assist its City Planning Committee, The 
meeting was held at the National Arts 
Club, 15 Gramercy Park South, and 
Charles W. Stoughton, President of the 
society, presided. 

It is proposed that heights shall vary 
from two and one-half times the width 
of the street in the financial section of 
Manhattan to one time the street width 
in the more undeveloped sections of the 
siete lS Saapapaien es and Richmond 

The zone within which it is pro 
to permit the erection of buildings to 
heights a one-half times greater 
than the dth of the street will lie 


south of Leonard Street, between. Church 
and Pearl Streets. 

Buildings with heights two times as 
great as the width of the street will be 
permitted in a district boundéd on the 
north by Fifty-ninth Street, on the east 
by the Bowery and Lexington Avenue, 
on the west by Seventh and Bighth 
Avenues, University Place and est 
eeeeeret: and on the south by Leonard 

reet. 

In districting the city for residential 
and business purposes the usual rule 
will be to set aside the streets for resi- 
dence and the avenues for business pur- 





poses, 

The west side of Manhattan from 
18ist Street to Fifty-ninth Street is to 
be confined to residences, and Broad- 
way ‘will be the dividing line. Busi- 
ness houses will not be permitted to en- 
ter any but the main crosstown streets 
in Harlem, but it will be possible for 
it to develop along the avenues. 

On the east side, below Ninety-sixth 
Street and north of Fifty-ninth «Street, 
the streets between Third and Madison 
Avenues will be confined to residences, 
and the avenues, with the ex tion of 
Park Avenue, will be open to business 
enterprises. 

The district lying between Fifty-ninth 
and Thirty-fourth Street will be devel- 
oped as a shopping district, and manu- 
facturing establishments of an objection- 
able. nature will be excluded. In the 
Murray Hill section the streets, will be 
used only for residential purposes. There 
will be similar restrictions in the Green- 
wich Village district.

SIX BRAVE RESCUERS| 
SAVE DROWNING BOY 


Five Men and a Nursemaid 
Plunge Into Praspect 
Park’s Icy Lake. . 


HEROINE AND CHILD MAY DIE 


——— 


Policemen, Physician, and Servant 
All Break ‘Through Ice as 
Crowd Looks On, 


Cee 


The big lake in Prospect Park, Brook- 
lyn, was a scene of excitement and 
several deeds of heroism -yesterday aft- 
ernoon, when a nursemaid, a chauffeur, 
three policemen, and a physician broke 
through the ice into the frigid waster in 
their attempt to rescue Frederick Cham- 


bers, a 7-year-old ‘schoolboy; who had 
tried to coast on the weak ice. Several 
of them were nearly drowned ‘when 
finally they were dragged out by a num- 
ber of the park policemen and -passers- 
by, and late last night it was said the 
boy and the maid probably would die 
from exposure. 

The boy, who lived. ‘with his parents 
at 101 Martense Street, Flatbush, came 
home from school and, taking his sled 
ventured into the par and walked 
along the Bast brive to the Flower 
Gardens, which border the big lake... 

Going to the edge: he found that it 
seemed strong enough to bear him, and 
he ‘veritureéd’ on it. The ice near~ the 
shore was rough and. he walked further 
out to find a smooth spot. About 50 
feet-off ‘shore the ice: was smooth,. and 
Frederick decided that ‘this was . the 
place he was looking for. With @ run- 
ning start he “ flopped’’ on his sled 
and broke through, sinking into the 
icy -water. When he came up he 
screamed for help at the top of his 
lungs. 

Nursemaid to the ‘Rescue. 

Molly Christiansen, 28 years old, ‘a 
nursemaid employed by Louis V. Sterl- 
ing of 413 Parkside Avenue, who was 

ving the baby an ‘airing, heard the 
toy cries, tore off her coat, and 
rushed to the rescue. The ice bore her 
for about 40 feet and then broke, and 
she plunged into the water. Catchin 
her breath as she came up, she starte 
to call for help, in the meantime showt- 
ing to Frederick to. hold on. 

Motor Cycle Policeman Cornelius Platt 
of 458 Seventy-seventh Street, attached 
to the Park Station, heard her calls, 
vaulted off his machine, and ran to 
the lake. He picked up a long plank, 
and, getting down on all fours, started 
to push it out to the drowning boy and 
woman. -A crowd began to gather, and 
they cheered Platt on, but to their dis- 
may, just as he was about to reach the 
others, the yA ya and with the 

lank he also fell in. 
P'Then Charles F. Marston, 28 years 
old, a chauffeur, of 825 Johnson Street, 
stopped his motor car and elbowed his} 
way to the edge of the lake. He also 

feked up a plank’ and started out, as 

latt had done, and after-about twenty 
feet also fell in. In the meantime, al- 
though the water was more than eight 
feet deep, Platt had fought his way to 
the boy and maid, and had succeeded in 
placing his plank so that each held an 
end while he clung to the middle. 

This was the situation when Police- 
men William Brown, 60 =: old, of 
291 Kosciusko Street, and James V. Le 
Kelvey of 123 Avenue N, both attach 
to the Park Statron, reached the edge of 
the lake with a rush. They tried to 
form a human chain, in the hopes of 
reaching Marston, and were in the water 
up to their waists, when Brown slipped 
and both lost their footing and slid into 
deep water. 


Physician Joins in Heroic Work. 


A number from the crowd tried to 
help them and many automobiles 
stopped, their owners wondering at the 
excitement. Dr. Emanuel Siner of 
Nostrand Avenue, Richmond Hill, was 
among these, and he jumped into the 
water, pulled Brown to his feet and got 
him out. Brown pulled McKelvey out 
with him and then Policemen EH an 
Dean, also of the Park Station, arrived 
with pits preservers, to which ropes were 
attached. 

Hall threw a ring to Marston, who 
caught it and was dragged out, more 
dead than alive, and Dean threw a ring 
to Platt, who struggled until he was 
able to place it over the boy, who was 
then dragged ashore. The _ preserver 
was then again thrown to Platt, who, 
with its aid, saved Miss Christiansen 
and, last of all, Platt was dragged 
ashore. 

Then came the rush to the hospitals. 
Dean and Hall commandeered. seven 
automobiles, and the boy, maid, Platt, 
and McKelvey were taken with all speed 
to the Kings County Hospital. Dr. 
Mays took Brown to the Methodist Epis- 
copal Hospital, and Dr. Schwartz of the 
Jewish Hospital took Marston to_his 
home. Dr. Siner drove to the Park 
Police Station, where he obtained dry 
clothing in which to return home. 

Late last night was reported that 
all were suffering ‘from exposure and 
immersion, but-that all, except the boy 
and maid, who, it is feared, will die, 
were unharmed by their experience, and 
would be able to leave the hospitals in 
the morning.
